According to a Washington dispatch, 
Spain is already preparing for the re- 
sumption of friendly relations with the 
United States.

He has sug- 
gested to the state department the 
name of Senor Don E. de Muruaga, who 
was the Spanish minister previcus to 
the advent of Dupuy de Lome, who, of 
course, would be unsuitable because of 
his attack upon the President.

Odd Insurance in Russia. 

A new kind of mutual fund was 
started in St. Petersburg last spring— 
marriage insurance. It is now in suc- 
cessful operation. Single women are 
the oniy members, who are recruited 
from year to year in separate classes. 
At their entry they pay one ruble 
(about fifty cents), and whenever one 
of their number marries every mem- 
ber of that ciass pays an additional 
rubie. The assessment thus collected 
is offered to the bride to buy a trous- 
seau. One restriction prevents new 
members from taking advantage of the 
older ones. No dowry assessment is 
called unless the girl has been a mem- 
ber in good standing for one yéar. 
Each class is permitted to have not 
more than 100 members, after that 
admissions are refused until vacan- 
cies occur by marriage, when new 
members are taken in at the option of 
the members.

For First Time Wins Debate | 


With Northwestern. 


The Evanston Boys Use an Effective 
Argument in Quoting President 
Angells Remarks Upon the East- 
ern Questions. 


There were almost as many people 
present at University hall last night to 
listen to the debate between the repre- 
sentatives of Northwestern University 
and University of Michigan as usually 
attends a football game, ‘but not quiie. 
Perhaps there ‘were 800 people there, 
but that is the outside limit. 


Northwestern and Michigan have met |. 


twice before in debate, and both times 
the Evanston boys were the winners, 
but Michigan evidently is out for the 
western championship in brains as well 
as in feet this year, for it was the 
unanimous vote of the judges that tne 
representatives of the Yellow and Blue 
were the victors and are thus entitled 
to meet the winners of the Minnesota- 
Chicago debate for the western supre- 
macy. . 

Mayor Maybury, of Detroit, acted as 
chairman, and in introducing him Pres- 
ident Angell referred to the visitors as 
follows: ‘‘We give tonight the heartlest 
welcome to our guests from Evanston. 
Inasmuch as Michigan has furnished 
Northwestern with two presidents and 
a number of professors, we are accus- 
tomed to think in debates with her if 
we are defeated (as we always have 
been) that we are comforted by the 
knowledge that their victory is second- 
hand. And we feel that if we are de- 
feated tonight that Northwestern’s rep- 
resentatives and friends will grant us 
this much,” 

Mayor Maybury announced that the 
rules limited the speeches to 18 min- 
utes, and precluded any interrupting 
applause from the audience. This last 
rule was violated in one or two in- 
stances during Mr. Simons’ closing. 

The subject of the debate was: 

“Resolved, That the United Siates 
should maintain permanently a naval 
power much greater than that which 
it has at present.’’ 

Northwestern upheld the affirmative 
side of the question. The judges were 
Hon O; A, Howland, of Toronto; Judge 
J. A. Barber, of Toledo; and Judge Rob- 
ert S. Parker, of Bowling Green, O. 

The affirmative’s most effective argu- 
ments were quoting the worés of Pres- 
ident Angell in regard to the inability 
of the United States to force the csi- 
lection of claims against Turkey with- 
out a big naval demonstration in her 
waters and the double game which Rus- 


Sia is playing in the Czar proclaimiug 


“Peace on earth and good will toward 
men,” while at the same time placing 
big orders for battleships. Quoting 
Michigan’s president in the University 
of Michigan hall and against Michi- 
gan’s representatives, were teling 
Shots. The best point made by the 
Michigan debaters was the holding of 
Northwestern strictly to the question 
of the needs of the United States in 
maintaining a ‘‘much” greater avy. 
Michigan repeatedly asked Northwest- 
ern “just how much greater” it was to 
be, and held that unless they answered 
the question their position would fall. 
Northwestern was silent upon the point. 

Northwestern was represented ‘by 
Edwin R. Perry, Charles Lederer and 
Andrew Cook, while the well known 
team of Kingsley, Sanger and Simons 
were the debaters for Michigan. 

The announcement of the judges that 
they had decided unanimously in favor 
of Michigan was greeted with tumul- 
tuous applause by the audience. After 
the debate, President Angell entertain-

Odd Insurance in Russia. 

A new kind of mutual fund was 
started in St. Petersburg last spring— 
marriage insurance. It is now in suc- 
cessful operation. Single women are 
the oniy members, who are recruited 
from year to year in separate classes. 
At their entry they pay one ruble 
(about fifty cents), and whenever one 
of their number marries every mem- 
ber of that class pays an additional 
ruble. The assessment thus collected 
is offered to the bride to buy a trous- 
seau. One restriction prevents new 
members from taking advantage of the 
older ones. No dowry assessment is 
called unless the girl has been a mem- 
ber in good standing for one year. 
Each class is permitted to have not 
more than 100 members, after that 
admissions are refused until vacan- 
cies occur by marriage, when new 
members are taken in at the option of 
the members.

IN FAVOR OF COLLUM, 


In the case of Robinson & Aronheim 
vs. Add Collum to erforce the collection

In June following 
the indebtedness of the complainants 
Was incurred. It appears that when 
the defendants purchased the properly, 
the defendant, Add Collum, owed but 
one debt which he has since paid; -FE 
is now claimed on the part of the com- 
plainants that the defendants in mak- 
ing payments upon the mortgage given 
to Mr. Knight committed a fraud upon 
them in not applying the money upon 
this subsequent debt rather than upon 
the mortgage. It seems to ne tha; th.s 
contention on the jart of the complain- 
ants is considerably in advance of the 
point to which our supreme court has 
yet gone in these matters, and I do not 
think I can safely enlarge upon these 


powers until so advised by the supreme 
court.

IN REPLY, 


A communication on the dangerous 
germs to be found in ice water recently 
appeared in The Times over the signa- 
ture of Dr. O. E. Pratt, the health offi- 
cer, and was answered in the same col- 
umns by Dr. Edward Batwell. In re- 
ply to Dr. Batwell, Dr. Pratt says: 

The Evening Times of Jan. 0 Con- 
tained an article, over my signature, 
on the dangers liable to attend the use 
of river ice. The timely warning which 
I sought to convey to the pecple of Ypsi- 
lanti was based not alone on my indi- 
vidual convictions and judgment, but 
was in full accord with the views of 
some of my brother practitioners who 
are perhaps as well qualified to give ad- 
vice in such matters aS my esteemed 
and venerable friend, Dr. Batwell, 
whose criticism, in The Times of Jan. 
9, of the health officer’s friendly and 
disinterested warning, sought to miin- 
imize the dangers referred to, and then 
concluded his article by giving a bit of 
his own experience, under similar cir- 
cumstances, a few years ago, in which 
the doctor says he made a ‘‘fvol of him- 
self.” 

Everybody knows'that river ice is im- 
pure and unfit for use, in food or drink, 
but if the good doctor is quite certain 
that it is wholesome and healtnfui and 
insists upon using it ad libitum, we 
might admire his courage, but wouid 
not applaud his judgment, and we pre- 
sume the board of health will still warn 
the people to exercise great caution and 


prudence in such important matters. 
It is not surprising that we 
find occasionally a medical man 
who is not up. to date on 


sanitary matters, and we expect and in- 
vite criticism from any source. We 
make no pretension to infallibility, and 
would rather err on the safe side than 
to give counsel that might harm the 
weakest member of the community.
